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TOO MUCH GOVERNMENT 
General Hugh Johnson, the “ kingfish” of the 
NR A, addressed the citizens over the r a d io Tues­ 
day night and made an appeal for criticism of 
the NRA. We just wonder where this man has 
been all these months? 
Why is it necessary for him to appeal foi crit­ 
icism? Has he turned a deaf ear to all these 
criticisms of the past few months or is he a t­ 
tempting to freshen up the crest-fallen wings 
of the Blue Eagle? 
Johnson was expected to stir things a little at 
this time. There has been a decided lull in the 
NRA program, and with the CWA preparing to 
knock off 3,000,000 men, something must be dene 
to give these men jobs — industry and business 
must make room for them. 
The lull in the NRA program also has taken 
place while the government officials have been 
spending much time on cancelling mail contracts 
and conducting hearings on so-called graft of a 
former administration. 
Thomas Jefferson predicted that should the 
people of the United States become indifferent 
to the welfare of their government, as a result ol 
being too absorbed in mere money -making, gov­ 
ernment would become increasingly coriupt. 
But Jefferson also said another tiling which 
applies to present day conditions and is as mucn 


a n explanation of the corruption in government- 
as the indifference of the people. The republic in 
J efferson’s time was not doing local police duty , 
nor was it engaged in vast business enterprises. 
It was not exercising a general guardianship 
over the individual throughout the length and 
breadth of a continental domain. It was spend- 
ing only a few millions of dollars a y ear. It was 
employ ing an insignificant number of public ser­ 
vants as compared to the present. Therefore, the 
opportunities for corruption in government \y ere 
less in his day ; the strain on human nature was 
not nearly so great. 
Jefferson said, in effect, that the government 
which governs least, governs best. It is this .state­ 
ment that explains what is called the growing 
corruption of governments. We have so much 
more government and government has its hand 
into so many more things where favors or priv­ 
ileges may , by administrative officials, be con­ 
ferred or withheld. The wonder is not that there 
is so much, but that there is so little corruption 
in comparison. 
The government is “ biting dll more than it can 
chew.” No to rio u sly 
no job can be so well done 
by an authority far removed as by one near at 


hand. We have surrendered too many of the le­ 
gitimate functions of local and state govern­ 
ments to the nation. Uncle Sa*m is try ing to cov­ 
er too much territory . And y et there is a great 
and growing demand for the further extension 
of this federal control, ownership and interfer- | 
ence by paternalists, socialists, communists and 
plain demagogues. 
It is perhaps a result of public indiffeience to 
public responsibility that has led to this surren­ 
der of local to national authority . In that sense 
we get back to Jefferson’s prediction that public 
indifference would result in public corruption. 
When people become too lazy to keep their own 
doorsteps clean, the community must do it in 
self protection. 
It is much easier to centralize than to decen­ 
tralize. We fought a great war in the sixties to 
overthrow one extreme conception of states 
rights. We may have to fight another, though 
bloodless war, to get the pendulum back to the 
middle point, since it has now swung to the oth­ 
er extreme.
